(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
NCBI accession number 449184. 

Claims 1-3 and 27-32 have an effective filing date of 3-14-97. The claims read 
upon the any full length occludin molecule that has sequence homology to the recited 
fragments. In Applicant's declaration filed 11-13-2003 they admit on the record that the 
full length sequence was available on the Internet on February 1, 1996. 

The claimed invention is anticipated by the prior art teachings.
